“The Minister of War Services 
has indicated that throughout the 
balance of the war every effort will 
be made to consolidate appeals to 
the public into two projects— one 
each spring for war services (the 
impending campaign is the first 
of these), and one each autumn for 
domestic charities,” said Mr. Pierce. 
“Wear services organizations include 
the Canadian Legion, Knights of 
Columbus, Salvation Army, Y. M. 
Cc. A. ¥. W.C. A, and I. O. D. K. 
Each of these provides comforts, 
personal services, recreation huts, 
mobile canteens, entertainment, 
religious. services and sports for 
thousands of Canadian members of 
His Majesty’s forces, These special 
services and homey contacts, so 
important in the lives of Canadian 
boys now fighting demucracy’s 
battles, cau be provided in no other 
way than through these organizate 
ions. We must not curtail them.’’

Will Soil Wear Out? 

The answer is definitely yes, unless 


present methods of crop production 
are altered. 


Four years ago, the Department of 
Soils of the University of Alberta 
made a study of the nitrogen and 
organic matter content of eererene’ 
soils and neighbouring virgin sod a’ 
32 widely separated points in meckate 
chewan and Alberta. 

In this study, the four major soil 
zones (black, dark brown, brown and 
gray) were all represented. It was 
found that, as a result of cultivation, 
the black soils had lost 18% of the 
original nitrogen and 21% of organic 
matter. The dark brown soils lost 22% 
of nitrogen and 26% of organic 
matter. The loss in brown soils 
amounted to 20% of the nitrogen and 
27% of the organic matter. The gray. 
soils, naturally less fertile than the 
others, were found to have lost 35% 
of the original nitrogen and 42% of 
the organic matter. * 

The above figures were obtained 
from analysis of the surface six 
inches of soil. In general, subsoil 
losses of nitrogen were slight, but 
organic matter losses roe peel

Britain’s New Planes 


How the Naxis lost the first 
Battle for Britain through their 
own “efficiency” in planning it 
3ome years ahead appears from a 
review of the race for air suprem- 
acy given in an interview by 
Major F.. A. de V. Robertson, the 
British aeronautical authority. 

“In time of war,” he explains 
“one of the great difficulties ofa 
belligerent power is to maintain 
the supply of aircraft while at the 
same time arranging for the 
production in quantity of new 
types. It is no simple or quick 
matter to convert a factory from 
production of one type to produc. 
tion of something quite different. 
All through the early months of 
the present war Germany suffered 
from having arranged some five 
years ago for the manufacture in 
large quantities of the Heinkel 111 
bomber and the Messerschmitt 
109 fighter. By 1939 both had 
been outclassed by British types, 
and it was months before the 
Junkers 88 bomber and the Mess- 
erschmitt 110 twin-engined fighter 
both improved types, appeared in 
any numbers. 

“But, whatever the difficulties” 
he went on, ‘both sides are obliged 
to make arrangements for turning 
out new types, for fear of being 
utterly defeated in the air, Senior 
officers of the R A.F’. remembering 
how, in the last war, the sudden 
appearance of the Fokker mono.

| TREAT FOR WARBLES 


The sp-ing is tl e only time of the 
year when treatment for warble flies 
is eftective. When the warble 
lumps are conspicious on the backs 
of cattle, apply warble fly powder. 

The treatment is simpie, effective 
and cheap. It is done as follows: 

1. Brnsh the back of the anima) 
with astiff brush to remove the 
scab over the warbles. 

2. Prepare the warble fly powder 
according to directions and apply 
it to the back, making sure some of 
it enters the breathing holes and 
comes in contact with warble grnb. 

3 Repeat the application as often 
as a new lot of lumps appear, 

There are a number of reliable 
warble fiy powders on the market 
which are satisfactory, but to assist 
herd owners to treat their cattle for 
warbles, the Live Stock Branch of 
the Department of Agriculture will) 
supply at cost warble fly powder in 
24 pound lots to groups of farmers. 

Enquiries should be sent to the 
nearest District Agriculturist or 
direct to the Live Stock Branch, 
Department of Agriculture, Ed- 
monton. 

Warbles cause lusses in several 
wavs. Among these are: 

1, Cattle infested with warbles 
are often unthrifty and do not do 
well, 

2. Warble flies reduce the flow of 
milk in dairy cattle during fly time. 

8. Carcasses showing grub 
wounds are discounted. 

4. “Grubby” hides are cut in 
price by at least one cent per pound. 

The use of warble tly powder will 
save herd owners many dollare 
every year. Treatment oa a com- 
munity basis is best, but individual 
herds may be treated with satisfac- 
tory results,
